Washington — Although the voto 


of the senate to refuse the qualify- 


pins oath to Colonel Smith of Illinois 


is unusual, it can hardly be regarded 
as a precedent for future cases. The 
senate did not decline tho, oath to 
Senator-elect Gould of Maine but per- 
mitted him to qualify and now is in-,1 
vestigating the charges. The issue in 
iho Smith case is different because 
the senate had already investigated 
the charges against Colonel Smith 
just as it has gone exhaustively in- 
to the case of Senator-elect Vare of 
Pennsylvania. 


Having before it a, report from one 


committee condemning excessive ex- 
penditure in a campaign the ques- 
tion that the senate really "decided 
was what effect such a report has or 
shall have on the administration of 
the qulifying oath to individuals who 
cither are elected or appointed. 


ACTION IS FORMALITY 


The reference of the Smith case to 


the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, is a formality. It is that com- 
mittee which recommends whether a 
man shall or shall not be seated. So 
the vote of the senate on. Thursday 
is significant in that it is the first 
effect of the* investigation conducted 
during the last campaign. 


Should a man come to the ser>a*e 


door with credentials of election on 
which there have been, charges but oh 
which there has been no investiga- 
tion, the chances arc the oath would 
bo administered.and the matter re- 
ferred to the committee on privileges 
and elections for investigation. The 
action in the Smith case is due to the 
fact that most senators felt the ma- 
ter had been thoroughly investigated 
and they did not wish to use up the 
senate's time with extensive hearings 
or further debate. 


VOTE ON ISSUE 


The verdict indicated is a refusal of 


n, seat to Colonel Smith by. a much 
larger vote than that taken Thursday. 
Several voted to administer the oath 
and investigate afterward who on the 
final report might not vote to seat. Tn 
any even, the right of Coloned Smith 
. to a seat in this congress will have 


been denied in a few days. There is 
nothing to prevent the governor' of 
Illinois then, from 
appointing an- 


ther person to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Senator McKinley 
for the term expiring on March of 
this year. Then Colonel Smith, who 
has been elected 
to take 
office on 


March 5 if the senate should be in 
extra session, or to take a seat in 
the December session this j-e^r. would 
Jiave the right to appear before the 
new congress with credentials o* elec- 
tion. The Senate would be republican 
by a narrow margin of onf and it 
is conceded 
that 
Colonel 
Smith's 


chances of admission in the next ses- 
sion arc even more remote than they 
are at this session. Yet he can only 
relinquish the senatorial toga volun- 
tarily. So it he resigns the post to 
which he is elected, then a special 
election will have to be called for next 
November. 


It is not Improbable however, that 


Colonel Smith, might choose to carry 
the fight to the next cong:ess. in 
which event action might 
not 
be 


taken until December or January. The 
belief of the friends of Colonel Smith 
is that in time he might be able 
to win 
converts to 
his 
cause 


and that he has a great deal to gain 
by prolonging the 
controversy, 
es- 


pecially because prejudice runs high 
at this time because of the Reed in- 
vestigating committee report.

SAYS ENEMIES 
MADE THREATS 
ON HIS LIFE 


Liberal Leader Declares 
Con- 


servatives Tried to Force 


Resignation 


Puerto Cabwas, 
Nicaragua—(A3)— 


Juan B. Sacasa, president of the Liber- 
al regime functioning here in opposi- 
tion to the Conservative government 
headed by Adolfo Diaz at Managua, in 
a statement to the Associated Press 
tells of the circumstances surrounding 
his night from Nicaragua as vice presi- 
dent in 1925. He explains he was 
prompted to make this statement to 
prove- he was forced to leave the 
country, thus answering the question 
under discussion as to whether his 
departure was voluntary, or compul- 
sory. His statement says: 


"On Oct. "6, 3925, two days after 


the coup of General Emiliano Chamor- 
ro, Which overthrow the Liberal gov- 
ernment of Carlos Solorzano, 600 sol- 
diers were sent to Leon where I resid- 
ed, and dally the number increased 
until it reached in a few days 2,000, 
commanded by General Humberto Pa- 
sos Diaz, nephew of Adolfo Diaz. They 
avowed intention to capture me and 
force my resignation from my legal 
seat as vice president by torture or 
death. The military was necessary for 
such a^move because the populace of 
Leon indicated it would not 
allow 


such treatment for me. 


HEARS OF PLOTS 


"Quietly I received notices of the 


plans against me and remained in 
hiding as a means of defending the 
legally, invested title and preventing 
massacre of the-populace of Leon. A 
•fegime .of .torture and depredation re- 
sulted'at Leon as the conservative mil- 
itary searched the homes and business 
offices of many of my friends and im- 
prisoned tliem. 


"The girls college at La Asuncion, 


where my minor 
daughters 
were 


quartered, was entered in a search 
for me. Wishing to save my life, I 
resolved to depart from 
Nicaragua. 


And so, furtively as though a criminal, 
I crossed the- forests and the gulf of 
Fonseca in a small boat obtained' in 
Honduras. I arrived at La Union, Sal- 
vadore on Nov. S. 


"Before leaving Nicaragua I ad- 


dressed to the United States Minister 
Eberhardt a protect against my perse- 
cution. Arriving in Washington, 
I 


presented to Secretary Kellogg a me- 
morial including the protest to Sir. 
Eberhardt and also went into complete 
details of outrages and violations of 
the Washington pacts which were tak- 
ing place in Nicaragua. I also gave 
an account of my forced flight."

All of the occupants of tho bus were 


either killed or injured, according to 
Morris" information.

and so release from liens more than 
$800,000 of Chaplin's New York assets. 
It was said unofficially at the internal 
revenue collector's office that so far 
as this district is concerned the mat- 
ter could be adjusted by Monday. 


Chaplin, said Nathan Burkan, his 


attorney, would be absolutely penniless 
and unable to hire a taxi if it wore 
not for his friends. 


"Chaplin has no desire or design to 


treat the government unfairly," said 
Mr. Burkan. "He has always paid his 
taxes and the companies have always 
[paid theirs, but the government thinks 
back taxes are due and we are per^. 
fectly willing to insure it against loss 
by posting securities. 


Burkan explained that Chaplin's 


withdrawal of ?500,000 from an ac- 
count here Thursday was not t(^ fore- 
stall 
tho government's liens but to 


meet studio expenses here.

He was merely serving 
politics and riot principle in his illogical 
arguments to the senate in favor of ac- 
cepting Smith's credentials. It is a most 
healthful incident in our political life that 
Smith has been so summarily dealt with. 
It was an impudent thing for Small to ap- 
point him, and hard-boiled, egotism on his 
part to try to make use of the appoint- 
ment. The crushing rebuke he and Small 
have received was eminently deserved. 


THE SMITH CASE 


The senate by a vote of 48 to 33 -has 


refused to accept the credentials of Frank" 
L. Smith, appointed senator from Illinois 
by Governor Small to fill the unexpired 
term of the late Senator McKinley. and 
who was also elected on his right to a 
term of six years commencing next De- 
cember. It was one of the most important 
cases of the kind yet to come before the 
senate. The vote did not disclose the sen- 
timent of the senate on Mr. Smith's fit- • 
ness for the office. There was a division of 
opinion as to the senate's constitutional 
right to reject the credentials of a new 
senator, or whether it ought to seat him 
temporarily, pending an investigation "of 
his qualifications. Those who voted to 
seat him were generally of the opinion 
that the senate has no right to deny a 
state representation by refusing to accept 
the credentials of a man it has elected or 
appointed senator, while it is enquiring 
into his qualifications. 


The vote is a denial of this contention, 


and an assertion of complete authority to 
judge the qualifications of members with- 


4 out "if," "ands" and "buts." 
The 


"senate has decided for the first time 
•that it may require other 
qualifica- 


tions than those of age, residence, 
citizenship and loyalty enumeratedJn ' 
the constitution, and that it may ex- 
clude a person for any reason whatso- 
ever. It may, therefore, deny a seat to a 
person presenting valid credential pend- 
ing investigation of qualifications, and 
this is what it has done in the Smith case. 


This is giving a. broad application to the 


provision of the constitution which says 
that the senate shall be the sole judge of 
the qualifications of its members, but we 
do not think it is too broad. We carrsee' 
no harm in temporarily excluding one 
who comes under a cloud, for it follows 
that if he is disqualified he had no right 
to a seat originally, and no harm, is done 
by denying him a seat until the truth is 
ascertained. The question is whether the 
procedure shall be to first seat him and 
determine his qualifications afterwards, 
or to determine his qualifications first and 
seat him afterwards, when there is ground 
for believing that he may be disqualified. 
In the case of Mr. Smith the charges 
against him were well known. They had 
been substantiated by a formal senatorial 
investigation. It was practically a fore- 
gone conclusion that he would be denied 
membership. It was perhaps an extreme 
case. The senate might or might not fol- 
low this policy where there was a close 
question as to qualifications. 


That it has done so in the Smith case 


is no injustice either to him or to the 
state of Illinois. 
His claim to a seat is 


undoubtedly tainted, and we think the 
senate was justified in anticipating the 
fact. There is no doubt that it will . ex- 
clude him, and that he will never fill the 
office to which he was both appointed and 
.elected. Mr. Smith's goose is cooked, and 
deservedly so. We cannot blame the sen- 
ate for looking the picture squarely in the 
face, brushing a-idc legalities, and doliig 
its duty as the facts warranted. 
If the 


senate is exclusive judge of the qualifica- 
tions of its members, and may pass on 
them in advance of accepting credentials, 
let it be so known. This will constitute 
notice to men who set out to buy seats 
or to obtain election through corrupt or 
dishonorable means, that they will be 
barred pending investigation.

quickly produce enough antidotes (called antitoxin) 
to neutralize the poison, though the poison ma!«s 
the horse temporarily sick. By repeating: the dose 
at intervals, and gradually increasing the quantity 
given, the horse^ ultimately develops capacity 
to 


withstand an' enormous dose of the poison without 
serious effect. Then some of the horse's blood is 
withdrawn, filtered: to, remove the corpuscles, con- 
centrated and given by the physician as an antidote 
against 'diphtheria, poison, 
serum or antitoxin. 


There are numerous serums prepared in a fashion 


in general like that of antidiphtheritic serum, but 
there are also many other biological remedies in 
use today which are improperly called "scrums," 
for example the remedies employed to 
immunize 


children or adults against diphtheria, typhoid fever, 
smallpox, and the remedies often administered by 
injection to aid ;in -a battle against infection—these 
are commonly • called bacterial vaccines, but med- 
ically they are,baetcnns. But the nature of these 
remedies is anolherj story. Diphtheria antitoxin is 
the type of all serums.

have had a typical "take",.and is'therefore fully 
protected against smallpox: despite the absence of 
the usual vaccination mark or scar, still that is so 
unusual that the health department can scarcely 
accept the certificate. No matter how typical the 
"take may have seemed, I should want my child 
revaccinated at least twice more before "considering 
her immune to smallpox.

the opinion of Miss Margaret M. Wil- 
liamson, women's sports editor of The 
Milwaukee Journal. At its 1926 meet- 
ing the association passed an amend- 
ment prohibiting all 
interscholastic 


competition in schools 
affiliated with 


the W. I. A. A. 


"I really believe that -the amend- 


ment passed at the 1926 meeting of the 
Wisconsin Interscholastic Athletic as- 
sociation defeated its very purpose," 
Miss Williamsen said. "The claim made 
for the amendment was that the moral 
and physical hazards entailed in intT- 
scholastic meets for girls were too 
great. 


"The action of the association was 


vigorously, but ineffectively 
opposed 


by the representatives of the majoritv 
of the smaller schools throughout the 
state who complained that the W. T. 
A. A. instead of aiding the cause of 
girls' athletics, was merely destroying 
all hopes of the smaller schools who 
had difficulty in raising even one team. 
Instead of relieving conditions, it has 
merely aggravated matters.

cent developments Roger W. Babson 
vas asked his opinion of the future 
of tho steel industry.

his industry as follows: 


"The nation-wide publicity In con- 


nection with tho U. S. Steel stock divi- 
dend has sot everybody interested in 
steel. It is of course silly to say. as 
o many have declared that this stock 
divident has suddenly increased tho 
wealth of stockholders. The improve-

While I am very bullish on the in- 
dustry over a term of years, it must 
be recognized that it is one of the 
most sensitive to expanding or con- 
tracting business conditions. Just at 
present, business seems to be slowing 
down and while this may prove a mi- 
nor recession, 1927 can hardly re-es- 
tablish the many new high records 
which were made in 1S26. Taking tho 
independents and the U. S. Steel Cor- 
poration together, profits will show 
a tendency to decline. 


1926 STEEL PRODUCTION
